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" Captain John." 

The adventures of this famous Indian 
chief, who, with his brother, met with so 
tragical a fate within the walls of the city 
prison on Monday last, would fill a book. 
At the time of his death, " John » was aged 
about 45 years, and was a very athletic, fine- 
looking man. He was supposed to have 
Russian blood in his veins, and was particu- 
larly proud of his glossy black moustache 
and whiskers, so much so that he has been 
often known to offer fifty cents to his white 
friends for every grey hair that could be de- 
tected among them. He was born in the Rus- 
sian Possessions, but at an early age took up 
his home among the Hydahs, and eventually 
married a Hydah woman. ''John" spoke very 
good English, a knowledge of which he ac- 
quired while on board a " Koston " trading 
ship, about twenty-one years ago. This 
ship was commanded by a Captain Lucas, 
' who had visited "John's" home, (on ihe 
main land, above Queen Charlotte's Island.) 
on an expedition to exchange Yankee no- 
tions for furs, etc. 

Capt. Lucas took a strong fancy to "John," 
who was then living in all the primitive 
simplicity of his people, and was quite a 
young and handsome man. "John" was 
anxious 10 see the world, and the American 
captain, being short handed, shipped the 
young Indian as cabin boy. On board this 
ship he received the name of " Capt. John," 
and was a great favorite. The ship touched 
all along the coast, and stopped some time 
at San Francisco, which "John" used to 
describe as "no account," owing to its 
being so small a lown. He also visited Los 
Angeles, Santa Barbara, San Diego, and 
various ports on the Mexican coast. San 
Diego, he used to say, was a hyas klosh 
(very good) city— for at that time (he said) 
it was much larger than San Francisco. 

While at San Francisco, wandering about 
among tho sand-hills, "John" had a diffi- 
culty with a Mexican who kept a small 
store there, about a hat which the latter 
wished to sell him. Words led to blows, 
and the end of it was that "John " resorted 
to cold steel, and conquered his antagonist 
by giving him a stab in the thigh. The 
Spanish population were very indignant at 
this outrage, as they called it ; but " John," 
protected by his shipmates, got safe aboard 
his vessel, and remained concealed until 
she was ready to leave. Captain Lucas 
knew that if " John " was not returned safely 
to his people, the days of his trading among 
the liydah Indians were at an end ; so no 
look particular care of his aboriginal sailor 
boy. 

Afler an absence from his homo of a year- 
nnd-a-half, "John" returned, and rfjeom- 
menood his savage mode of life, Thellydahs 
were then, us now, the Ishmaolites ol Ihe 
northwest coast, and universally dreaded by 
all tho other tribes. Numerous wore llio 
lights in] which tho nailor-liidian " took it 
hand." and many a scar was found upon his 
body after death, Wnioh ho had received in 
mortal fray with dusky Antagonists. 

About twelve years ago, the RlOasloi broku 
out among the Oregon Indians, and alter 
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almost exterminating some of the tribes in 
that territory, (particularly those living on 
the Columbia River,) it spread up the coast, 
and finally reached the Hydah lodges. A 
slight knowledge of the treatment of the 
disease, which " John" had acquired during 
his sailing with Capt. Lucas, proved ol great 
use to him now; and he not only cured 
those of his own famjly, but such others of 
his tribe as sought his assistance. The cun- 
ning fellow, however, know how to charge a 
good price for his services, and, liko muny 
white physicians, always exacted a good 
round fee. By this means he acquired (for 
an Indian) great wealth, and eventually be- 
came chief of the Hydahs. 

"John" continued in the enjoyment of his 
wealth and influence until the Eraser River 
gold fever broke out in 1858. Lured by the 
reports of the great riches which the natives 
of this vicinity were acquiring thro' trading 
with the white immigrants, he came to Vic- 
toria, in company with the celebrated blind 
chief of the same tribe, " Paul Jones," and, 
with the exception of one short visit to his 
native land, has remained here ever since, 
but has been gradually losing the power and 
influeace he once possessed over his people. 

During his stay here, "John" was noted 
for his urbanity and politeness to the whites, 
who from time to time visited him at his 
lodge — although he has been engaged in 
several slight scrimmages with the " King 
George's" and " Bostons" during ihe past 
six months. About four months ago, a white 
man on Johnson street, offended him, and 
" John" drew a knife and attempted to stab 
him with it. For this he received a severe 
beating with a club, which he never had an 
opportunity of resenting, although he is said 
to have watched for the man several days, 
bent on revenge. 

The oflence which led to "John's" arrest 
and his subsequent death, was tho shooting 
of a Tongass chief, some fix weeks ago. 
" John" had a large brindled dog, aid as the 
Tongass was passing the former's house, 
the animal barked and snapped at him. The 
Tongass drew a knife and cut the dog slight- 
ly in the head, and proceeded on his way. 
"John" heard of it, and arming one of his 
slaves, (aCowichan,) told him to shoot down 
the Tongass on sight. The slave obeyed 
the order, and the wounder of the dog bit the 
dust before dark on the same day. A light 
eisued, which was kept up at intervals for 
some days. The Stickeens espoused the 
cause of the Tongass tribe, and several were 
killed on both aides. "John" kept close in 
his house during the fighting, and prepared 
for a scige by throwing up earth-works, 
building barricades, etc. Armed sentries 
guarded his lodge night and day, and iIih 
old fox never showed his nose on Ihe outside 
of his fortification, until about two weeks 
since, when he was summoned to have a 
"lalk" with Governor Douglas about the 
difficulties between the various tribes He 
was then told that ho must not shoot or cut 
any more of his enemies ; but that if he had 
a grievance, he must complain to the police 
magistrate. The Tongass braves were also 
told tho same thing; and profiting by the 
advice, on Monday they procured a warrant 
against '•John'' and his brother for being 
concerned in Ihu murder of their chief. 

The subsequent arrest of this great chief, 
his resistance on an attempt being made to 
search him, and his death, are too well 
known to be repeated here. We visited the 
jail on Monday night, and saw the bodies 
of Ihe slain warriors, as they lay in tho pri- 
son-yard. "Captain John" looked very natu- 
ral, and his countenance possessed much 
the same expression it had worn during life, 
llisctp, around which he wore a bund of 
gill laee, covered his face; his blue 
pilot-cloth overcoat, which was also orna- 
mented with gilt lace, was thrown over his 
body, and 

" Hi! looked like a warrior taking his rest, 
With liiH martial cloak around him." 
The appearance of life brother was horrible. 
Ilu had been wounded in tl.o face, and thick 
chits of blood almost completely concealed 
his features. He was much younger than 
" John." and had evidently acted under his 
order throughout the whole affair. 

By Ihe death of their chief, it is thought 
by some that ihe Hydahs will become more 
manageable, and lets disposed to give usllie 
Hitrno trouble ns heretofore. Others think 
that this is bul the "beginning r tho end," 
and that wo are on tho eve of difficulties 
with the 1 ly hulls, winch will only end in tho 
almost ontire extermination of the tribe.

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Libelling the Speaker 

The editor ai.d proprietor of this paper 
was summoned yesterday afternoon tu the 
bur of Hie Assembly, to answer for a libel 
on the Speaker, and a breach of the privi- 
leges of the House. Quite a large number 
of persons were present, anxious to learn 
the result; and naturally enough, too. For, 
if the press were fettered— if it were not 
allowed to utter and comment, in good faith, 
on every-day occurrences, subject only to 
public opinion, and appeal to the courts of 
law, then thai mighty bulwark of our liber- 
ties would he suppressed, and any tyrannical 
oligarchy might violate their pledges and 
trample on the rights of the people with im- 
punity, till forbearance ceased to te a vir- 
tue. Besides, if the press— which is merely 
public opinion in print — were shackled a la 
Napcleon, what next would or could be ex- 
pected but that trie suppression of common 
conversation— free discussion— would fol- 
low, and a system of espionage— terrorism- 
prevail; even the domestic circle be in- 
vaded,— and for a passing critique on public 
men or public bodies, our citizens would be 
dragged before petty tyrants, and con- 
demned without the aid of counsel or jury 
to pains and penalties ! No wonder, then, 
that many were present, to watch what was 
to be done yesterday. And they were right 
to do it. 

We hold that an Englishman has a righ t 
to express his honest convictions in conver- 
sation or in the press, whatever they may 
be. And, therefore, if we think proper to 
advocate republicanism instead of monar- 
chy, infidelity instead or revealed religion, or 
my ism or opinion, so long as we do it in 
good faith, and not from malevolent motive, 
with premeditated design to commit a per- 
sonal or a public injury, just so long we will 
do it, and dely the consequences. Dui 
when ninth-rate lawyers talk of exercising 
a censorship over the press, we admire their 
candor, but pity their folly, and hold in con- 
tempt their conceit. Men of ability never 
think of a censorship, nor fear criticism. It 
is vain.pufTeil up, tyrannical, cortupf, short- 
witled, conceited mummies and numb- 
skulls thut fear the press and strive to gag 
it. Able men covet investigation into their 
public conduct, conscious of their ability to 
pass the ordeal successfully. Pettifoggers 
and mummies may combine to punish the 
conductor of an independent press for sim- 
ply doing his duty ; they may fear a "split 1 ' 
in |the dominant "party," and consequently 
the conductor's " escape." liut of what 
avail is it) No avail. Attempts to stop the 
freedom of speech, or the freedom of the 
press, have only ended in enlarging the 
area of freedom, branded the instigators with 
condign contempt, and re dering doubly 
popular the man or men who acted as the 
tribunes of the people. 

The trial yesterday will not, in its effects, 
be a whit behind similar trials elsewhere. 
Perhaps, however, it is unfair to call it a 
rial, for the accused was :.ol allowed either 
counselor jury. Call it what you will, it 
little matters; for the sum of the whole ap- 
pears to bo, that others study our interest 
better than we do ourself. They have chosen 
to give us an importance we never aspired 
to. In fact, so far as we are personally con- 
cerned, it was amusing; and as for great- 
ness, we have had that thrust upon us, by 
being summoned to the bar, wete it possible 
for iiuylhing connected with the Assembly 
to bt) grnat. VVe benefit. Does the Assem 
bly ? Its injured innocenct and wounded 
dignity, may be satisfied by an apology. 
That's a cheap vindication. But the public 
will form its own opinion as to the merits o f 
the oaae, nevertheless. Our opinion in 
the nieniilirnr is, that the Assembly would 
have done much better to have pocketed the 
insult, if there was any nt all, than to have 
troubled itself about it. Legislatures now-a- 
days piove themselves above insult by at- 
tending luill.iully, to the public business. 
Whetl they dun'l, they are snubbed over and 
ovi'r rjgaltl, and WB presume that our legis- 
lature, if it in rils snubbing by its conduct, 
it will not escape it ; so far, at least, as we 
are concerned.

An Item mrt Bii.lia.hd Players. — A 
French man of fashion, while playing bil- 
liards in a Parisian saloon, a couple of 
moulds ago, had the misfortune to tear the 
cloth which covered the table, with his cue. 
an accident which will sometimes happen 
to the best of players. A bi'liard-table cover 
cosls a great deal of money, and the saloon 
proprietor demanded that a new cloth should 
be purchased by the unlucky player, who 
demurred at first; but on being assured that 
ftieh a course was customary, finally paid 
up. He demanded, liou-ever, the old cloth 
in teturn, and it was given him. A few days 
after, the fashionable world was taken by 
surprise at seeing the gentleman peram- 
bulating the streets and visiting the cafes 
dressed in a complete suit of green, eve.i to 
a cap and a pair of gaiters! The inventive 
genius of the man had been aroused by the 
accident, and he had procured a tailor, who 
made him a most elegant suit of green out 
of the old billiard cloth. His tout ti\semble 
was perlect, and he was the admired of all 
admirers. Finally an enterprising tailor 
introduced the new sty'e on his fashion 
plates for 18U0 ; but the result showed he 
was as green as the suit he attempted to in- 
troduce, for at last accounts he had not dis- 
posed of a single one. 

Fourth or July. — The 84th anniversary 
of the Declaration of American Independ- 
ence was celebrated yesterday with much 
spirit by our American residents. All of the 
American business houses were closed, and 
the engine and hook and ladder houses, the 
Express office, the shipping, and many 
stores and dwellings hoisted the stars and 
stripes. The explosion of numerous pack- 
ages of fire-crackers resounded through our 
streets, and the representatives of Young 
America were not slow in taking advantage 
of the opportunity to display their patriotism. 
A salute of 33 guns was fired at 12 o'clock 
and another at sundown. The races com- 
menced about one o'clock, and were kept 
up until about hall-past three oxlook with a 
spirit which has been rarely witnessed on 
any similar occasion since the settlement of 
this colony. In the evening a dinner was 
given at ihe Colonial Hotel, in which quite 
a large number of American gentlemen, 
Willi several Invlieu guests, participated. 
VVe received an invitation to attend, but re- 
gret that our business was of such a nature 
as to prevent a participation in the festivi- 
ties. We are informed, however, that eve- 
rything passed ofl in a most creditable man- 
ner and much to the enjoyment of all pres- 
ent. 

The Htdahs and the Go vernor. — The 
remaining Hydah chiefs were on a visit to 
the Governor on Tuesday. His Excellency 
referred to the lale killing of their chief, and 
gave them to understand that the killing of 
■'Captain John" was caused by his own 
conduct ; that those present must behave 
themselves, or the same fate might overtake 
tliem. All canoes hereafter entering Ihe 
harbor will be stopped by a gun - boat and 
searched, and all arms found in them will 
be taken charge of, and kept safe until the 
Indians are prepared to leave, when they 
will be returned to their owners. This ar- 
rangement sounds very well ; but so long as 
the Hudson Pay Company are allowed to 
sell them ammunition and weapons, what 
is tu prevent them replenishing their stocks 1 
The only point gained by taking away the 
arms, will be to increase the demand for 
such articles, and assist in further enriching 
a bloated monopoly. 

" Doctored" Gold Dust. — We have re- 
ceived information from above lately, which 
leads us to believe that the system of mix- 
ing base metal with gold dust, is being 
carried on to a considerable extent. Gold 
dust has been offered to and taken by 
packers anil traders at S15 per oz., which, 
upon examination was found not to be 
worth more than $12 per oz. The Chinese 
are blamed for this doctoring" of the pre- 
cious metal ; but unprincipled white men 
may be equally culpable. It is to he hoped 
ihe guilty parties may be detected, and 
made to cuflor a severe punishment. 

Cut his Throat. — John inn 98, a young 
man formerly an employe of t lie Hudson 
Hay Company, but more recently a bar- 
keeper on Wiulilingtoii alloy, was brought 
to town yesterday frnin Salt Spring Island, 
where ho had cut his throat with a razor. 
Upon being conveyed ashore, ho was taken 
in charge by Iho police, on suspicion of be- 
ing the person who stole a watch and chain 
from Dr. Peers n short timo since. The 
wound in Innes' throat is not considered 
fatal. 

New Maps.— U. D'Huuretiso lins laid 
upon our table three maps of tho survoyed 
districts of Vuucover Island. They nro pro- 
nounced correct by Competent judges. Co- 
pies may bu procured of tho puUishur, at 
No. lid Government street, and at Iho sta- 
tionary and news depots. 



Court of Assizes. — The following cases 
will' come before the Court of Assizes, Judge 
Cameron presiding, in about ten days: 
Huwkhurst and Birriey, attempt to break 
jail; Birney, assault on jailor ; Stickle, sus- 
picion of aiding prisoners to escape; Carney, 
attempt to shoot Sullivan; Pa-low, three 
charges of assault with intent to kill. 

The Indians. — Since the death of " Cap- 
tain John" the Indians hnvo been very 
quiet. A very large force of specials have 
patrolled the streets the past two nights. 
The Deluge Engine Company were on duty 
on Tuesday night and paraded the streets. 
The police have not yet succeeded in cap- 
turing the Songish, who murdered the Fort 
Rupert Indian, a few days since.

Another New Brick.— Mr. Win. B- 
Smith, tho well-known grocer, has com. 
menced removing the frame building on 
Government street, lately occupied by him 
as a grocery store, preparatory to the erec- 
tion of a substantial two story brick buildinir 
on the same lot, for the accommodation nf 
his increasing business. The building will 
be thirty feet wide by forty deep, and will 
be perfectly fireproof. 

The Dance House.— This institution 
was re-opened on Tuesday night. A few 
minutes alter the doors were opened, a row 
commenced; and the regular and special 
police were called in and cleared the esta- 
blishment. 

Money Well Bestowed— Through tho 
exertions of Mr. C. A. Pendergrnst, Wells, 
Fargo & Co.'s agent, the sum of S200 has 
been subscribed for the relief of Matthew 
Niel.

Letter from Judge Pemberton. 

Victoria, V. I., July 4, 1860, 
Ed'i'tob British Colonist:— In the leading 
article of the Victoria Gazette of this day, there are 
some statements relative to the arrest of " dipt. 
John," the Hydah chief, wliieh arc utterly without 
foundation in truth, and are calculated to do much 
mis chief. I therefore hasten to give them the 
most emphatic contradiction. It Is asserted that 
"Capt. John" was "inveigled into prison;" and 
the question is asked: "Why was 'Capt. John 
enticed from his camp by promises?" I onswer 
that there was no promise mode to " Capt. John ; 
nor was he inveigled into prison. On the contrary, 
when Ihe warrants for the apprehension of himself 
and Ms brother were being made out, several of 
the H'j'diill Indians were present in the Court. I 
fully explained to them the purport of the war- 
rants, and told them 1 should have the two offend- 
ers against the law arrested and brought to prison. 
These Hydaha accompanied the police oflicers to 
their camp, and the arrest was made in the usual 
manner, alter the nature of the charge had been 
explained lo "Capt. John." The prisoners were 
brought lieforo me previous to their being con- 
veyed to jail, and, as the witnesses were not pres- 
ent. I told "Capt. John " that I should hear the 
charge against him the following day, and he must 
remain until then in prison.

t House of Assembly. 

Tuesday, July 3, 1860. 

House met at a quarter after 3 o'clock. Present 
— Speaker Helmcken, and Messrs. Gordon, Green, 
Crease, Gary, Tolmie, McDonald, Foster, Wud- 
dington, Franklin, and Cooper.

Leave was granted to the Flection Committee to 
postpone their meeting until Thursday; 

The House went into Committee of the V) hole 
on the Supplies, Mr. Woddington in tno^chair. 

The item in tho Estimates, allowing (£2000 for 
the formation of a public road from Saenicnto 
Cowlehnn, was taken up. After a lengthy dis ; 
cussion, the words '• from Sannich to Cowichan 
were stricken out, and the amount asked, LZW", 
was appropriated for the improvement of public 
ro»ds and bridges. , I ■. , ■ ., 

The item appropriating £2000 for tho extinction 
of Indian titles' to Cowichan and Chemrunos, was 
stricken out without discussion. 

The item appropriating £000 for the lighthouse 
on Fisguard Island and lUce Hocks, was taken 

Mr. Franklin thought that the item should be 
rejected. The Home Government r.aving built 
the houses, and stocked them, it was natural to 
suppose that they should pay lor their keeping. 

Alr>Cooper— The gentleman, if he refers to the 
Governor's speech, will find that this colony and 
British Columbia are expected to provide for the 
maintenance of these lights. The £000 is alto- 
gether too small for the purpose. 

Mr. Franklin— 1 believe it is not intended he 
should pay for iliese light* at present. 

Mr. Cary argued that the maintenance of these 
lights was of great importance, and that the 
colony was expected to pay the expense. 

Mr. Crease believed that the Assembly ought 
' first to see whether the amount had been properly 
expended. 

Mr. Cary— An agent of the Home Government 
has taken care of that. 

The item was allowed, and committee rose and 
reported progress. , 

The only item remaining to be acted upon in t ic 
Estimates, is the balance due the Treasurer of tho 
colony. . . 

Mr. Gordon asked leave to introduce the petition 
for tho formation of a gas company. Granted. 

The House then adjourned to Wednesday at d 

O'clock, P. M. 

Wednesday, July -1, 1S60. 

House met at a quarter after 3 o'clock. Present 
—Speaker Helmcken, and Messrs. Southgate, 
Green, McDonald, Gordon, Coles, Franklin, 
Crease, Cooper, Cary, Foster, Tolmie, and Wad- 
dington. 

Mr. A. -He Cosmos was called to the bar of the 
House to answer for an alleged breach of privi- 
lege. 

The Speaker— The question nf privilege takes 
precedence. Mr. lie Cosmos has been called to 
the bar of the House for a breach of the privilege. 

Mr. McDonald moved that Mr. Do Cosmos be 
called upon to explain the sources from which he 
obtained the information he lias published : and 
how he could have written tho article, having no 
reporter present. Carried. 

The Clerk— Amor De Cosmos, appear before 
the bar of the House. 

Mr. De Cosmos arose, and the Speaker ex- 
plained to the purport ot Mr. McDonald's reso- 
lution. . 

Mr. De Cosmos— Am I to tell how I obtained 
and published the whole of the article referred to : 

Mr. Crease read the following extract of i.n ar- 
, tide from the BniTISII COLOXMT of June 28 : 

"The Speaker saw this; so he, the impartial 
Speaker— the non-partizau Speaker— the son-in- 
law of the G ivernor, who boasted that he would 
' bend the House to his policy,' tries it on by re 
fusing to leave the chair, according to adjourn- 
ment — according to parliamentary usagi — accord- 
ing to the dignity, decorum, and order of ihe 
House. Such conduct shows what he is, wha 
disgraceful >hitts a dishonest policy will entail,' 
and how impossible it is for such as he and his to 
exert any moral Influence in ,an intelligent conn- 

tr 'The Speaker — You arc requested to furnish all 
the information you possess in relation to this 
extract. , 

"Mr. De Cosmos— It is true that I had no re- 
porter present on the night of the session, from 
the report of the proceedings of which the extract 
was framed. I was not present myself ; and am 
informed that no person was within the walls of 
this Douse at the time of the session, hutthe 

members of the Assembly and its clerk. The 
question then arises, how did I get my informa- 
tion : I stand here not only as A. De Cosmos, 
but as a representative of a free press. [Hear, 
hear.] 

The Speaker — The question is, from whom aid 
you receive the information you have published : 

Mr. De Cosmos— The information I published 
was obtained from Captain James Cooper and Mr. 
Alfred Woddington, members of the Assembly. 
Some port.ons of the article were in exactly the 
lamo words as those furnished by the honorable 
members. 

Mr. Cary — Will you state what portion of the 
information you received from the lion, members ; 

Mr. De Cosmos— The language contained in 
the article was my own. I have here an article 

written in Mr, Waddington'a own hand. 

Mr. Waddington said he was perfectly willing 
' it should be read. 

Mr. De Cosmos— The document I have in my 
hand was not the one from which I was expected 
to pen in v article. It was promised me, but not 
being forthcoming lie furnished me with this 
paper, with the remark, that I could add what I 
Haw lit, 

Mr. DcCosmoa here read tho following, which 
he stated he had received from Mr. Waddington ' 

"The chairman of the Committee of Supply 
had hardly made his report to the Speaker, when 

itpropoaed by Mr. Cory and seconded by Gordon 

and others that the Home adjourn to 7 1-2 o'clock, 
which was carried with the general understanding 
that the debate on the Estimates t .ojld be con- 
tinued. 

"At the appointed hour the liberal members 
were all present and the Obstructives in a decided 
minority; in consequence of which— or from what 
other motive must lie left to conjecture — the 
Speaker declared, to the inter astonishment of all 
the Liberals, that there was no business before the 
House. 

" It WSI vainly observed that the adjournment, 
08 on preceding occasions, was evidently a con- 
tinuation of the debate on the Estimates. The 

Speaker maintained that Tuesday and Thursday 
wire the days lixed lor the Estimates ; that the 
chairman Of' the Committee Of Supply hud asked 
leave to adjourn without mentioning the time;

Mr. Crease— I would ask the gentleman at the 
bar If he will furninh the paper received from me 
in regard to the pioceedings ol this House at tho 
session in which the article was p led f 

Mr. Do Cosmos— My reporter, I believe, re- 
ceived this document from Mr. Urooie, and from It 
the report which appeared in the COLONIST was 
made up. (Document liahd«d t0 Speaker, i 

The Speaker— Have you any dooUI&Snt from 
Mr. Cooper? 

Mr. De Cnainns-Niuir- wliatover. 



Mr Cary objected to the reading of Mr. Crease's 
document, and the question being put, a tie vote- 
was the result, Mid the Speaker voted against read- 
in" the paper. 

Sir. Waddiup on— The document credited to me 
is in accordant with the facts. 

Mr, Cary heto called the hon. member to order, 
and quite a sce.ie ensued between the two. 

Tho Speaker— Are thero other questions any 
honorable member would like to put to the gentle- 
man at the bar i 

Mr. Waddington asked if the gentleman at tho 
bar had reflected well before he penned his edito- 
rial of the 28th ? 

Mr. De Cosmos— Tho article in question was 
penned so hastily that it was handed to the prin- 
ter before the ink was dry. There were three 
printers waiting for copy, and I had not even time 
to re-peruse it. 

Mr. Crease — The gentleman at the bar acknowl- 
edges having written the article. The great point 
with us is to tako such action as will prevent the 
recurrence of such articles. Has the gentleman 
any further information to oiler ? 

Mr. De Cosmos— Not unless I have the privi- 
lege of narrating the facts. ; . 

The members decided to allow him that privl- 

logo. . , , • 

Mr. De Cosmos— I have never had a desire to 
wound the fceli igs of any man in this House or 
colony ; but I have ever endeavored to perform 
my duty as a public journalist. I have published 
reports in good faith, as they were talked about 
from table to table, and from mouth to mouth. 
When the press states so and so is charged with 
so and so, I wish the Speaker and the House to 
understand that it is merely public opinion I 
have never written aught but what I believed to 
be correct. The press represents public opinion— 

The Speaker— Confine yourself to the facts. 

Mr. De Cosmos— I thought I should have an 
opportunity afforded me of making a defence; hut 
I was mistaken, and shall confine myself to a 
plain narrative of facts. On the night in Question 
I started to cross the bridge OVO'.' James Day, in- 
tending to visit Ihe House, which I supposed was 
still in session. On the bridge I met '.wo mem- 
bers, Messrs. Coles and Crease; Mr. CoIcb said 
something about " everything being knocked into 
a muss." Mr. Crcaso concurred ; and I passed 
on. At this end or tho bridge I met Messrs. 
Cooper Foster and Waddington, also members of 
the House. I was then told that only three Ob- 
structives being present, the Speaker liad refused 
to leave the chair and go into the Estimates; I 
aHked: " Why did you not protest against that act 
of the Speaker r" ' The reply was: " We did not 
think it best lo vote him out of the chair. Copt. 
Cooper promised to furnish me with a report of 
the session. He not doing so, I called upon Mr. 
Waddington, and he gave me the account I have 
already furnished the House. From that informa- 
tion I published the article If I have done wrong, 
Mr. Speaker, nnd your character has been ma- 
ligned, I am sorry for it. No man in the colony 
lias less vindictiveness than I hove; but the re- 
marks made to me by several hon. members were 
more biting — more libellous than even this article 
is said to be. 

The Speaker— 1 have to inform you that ihe 
very members you have credited with the informa- 
tion you have published, ore the very ones who 
convicted you of libel. 

Mr. DcCosmos— 1 can piovc by two respectable 
witnesses, that the members I have mentioned 
have since stated that the article was true. 

Mr. Cary a-,ked that the witnesses be produced ; 
and Mr. Crease opposed their production. 

The House ordered Mr. DcCosmos to he remov- 
ed in custody of ihe Sorgcant-at-nrms, whilothc 
House deliberated on the subject. The spectators 
were allowed to remain. 

Mr Southgate moved that Mr DcCosmos be re- 
queued to apologize to this House, and to the 
Speaker in particular, lor the breach of privilege 
of which he has been guilty in publishing the 
article. 

Mr McDonald offered an amendment, that the 
editor of the DuiTIsil CoioslST be requested to 
apologize to this House for wrong information and 
conclusions contained in the article, and conveyed 
to him by members ol this House. 

Mr Crease— All the gentleman at the bar wished 
to convey, might have been couched indifferent 
terms. He had procured no information which 
would justify the attack upon the Speaker. 

Mr McDonald— Mr DeCosmos would never have 
written that article, if he had not 1 eccived inloi ma- 
tlo'n fr»m mcmbe s of this House which lie believ- 
ed to lie true. 

Mr Coles— No man is infallible, and 110 man 
would have written the article for which the gen- 
tlerann has been brought before this House, with- 
out information he deemed reliable. 

Mr Foster— This matter had better be left alone. 
I have seen articles in the leading London papers 
far worse than t" 1 is. Mr De Cosmos' very clear 
statement shows he had no intention of libelling 
the Speaker. I hope that in future all such friv- 
olous matters will be left on the outside of the 
House. I oiler as an amendment, That Mr. 
DeCosmos' expression of regret at having pub- 
lished the article, should be taken as a sufficient 
apology to 'his 1 ouse for its publication 

Mr. \Vaddin!lt< I— I beg to second that amend- 
ment. We might bring up a libel suit every 
second clav. He lid not believe the character of 
the Speaker ha. suffered, and he believed the 
apology of the •entlcman at the bar had been 
ample. . 

MojtCary— Th I is an important matter. Such 
articles as have f. om time to time appeared in ibis 
paper [the COM) ist] have never appeared in the 
leading London papers. The gentleman can 
have no hesitation in apologising. There was 
some excuse for the article, as the Information 
was derived from members of this House; but 
still the libel calls for an apology. 

Mr. Cooper— I wish to call the attention of this 
House to the reasons of the adjournment of the 
House at the evening session. No member came 
hither on the evening in question, without the be- 
lief that the F.Btimatrs wire to begone into. 1 
felt Indignant at thc.irliki. of the Speaker refusing

Pews in Churches. — We gather the 
following curious facts in regard to the his- 
tory of pewa in churches : 

In Anglo Saxon and some of the Norman 
churcfien of very early date, a ston« bench 
was made to project within the wall, run- 
ning round the whole interior, except at the 
east end. In 1319, they are represented as 
silting on the ground or standing. About 
this time the people introduced low, rude, 
threa-legyed stools promiscuously over the 
church. Wooden seats were introduced 
soon after the Norman conquest. In 1287, 
a decree was issued in regard lo tlin wran- 
gling for seats, ro common, that none should 
call any seal in the church his own, except 
noblemen and patrons, each entering and 
holding the one he first secured. 

As we approach the Reformation, from 
1530 to 1540, seats were more appropriated, 
tho entrance being guarded by cross bars, 
and the initial letters encraved on them. 
Imniedialely afier the Reformation, the pew 
system prevai'eil, as we learn from a com- 
plaint the poor Commor.s addressed to 
Henry VIII, in 1546, in reference to his de- 
cree that a bible should be in every church, 
at liberty for all to read, because they feared 
it might be taken into the quyrc or some puc. 
In I6ng, galleries were introduced. 

Ax early as 1611 pews were arranged to 
afTonl comfort, by being: haized or cush- 
ioned ; while the sides around were so hiiih 
as to hide those within, (a device of the Pu- 
ritans to avoid being seen by the officers 
who reported those who did not stand when 
tho name of Jesus was mentioned). The 
services were often greatly protracted, so 
that many would fall asleep. With the 
reign of Charles I., the reasons for the 
heightening of the sides disappeared; and 
from the civil war they declined gradually 
to their present height.
